NEW YORK, Sept. 21.*— After one 
of the most delightful trips of my 
life across the Atlantic on the Os­ 
car II, I ani indeed glad once more 
to see tho chores of my native land. 
I have come from the pole. 
I have 
brought my story and my data with 
me. 
The public ha# already a tangible 
and a specific record of th at trip. In 
a very short time the narrative, with 
all the observations will be publish­ 
ed and placed before the world for 
examination. 
It is as uasy for you 
as for me to understand why I cannot 
on the Impulse of the moment, read 
off a manuscript which covers the 
work of two years. 
As said upon several occasions,all 
the charges, accusations and expres­ 
sions of disbelief are based upon en­ 
tire ignorance of the suplementary 
data which I posses. 
No one who 
has spoken or written on the subject 
in opposition to my claim knows of 
the fact with which such work of 
exploration is measured. 
All criti­ 
cisms have been based upon obvious 
errors in the reproduction of my first 
dispatch or upon the discussions of 
petty side issues, presented by unfair 
critics. 
The expedition was private. 
It was started out without the usual 
public bombast. 
Mr. John R. Bradley furnished the 
money and I shaped th-* destiny of 
the venture. 
For the rime being it 
concerned us only but the results 
were so im portant that on returning 
I at once placed before the pub] ie a 
report containing the main outline 
of the work.

I have not come home to enter 
into argum ents with one man or with 
fifty men. but I am here to present 
a clear record of a piece of work ov­ 
er which I have a right to display a 
certain am ount of pride.

entists study the detailed observa­ 
tions and the narrative in its consec­ 
utive order, I am certain that in the 
dus course of events, all will be com­ 
pelled to adm it the truth of my 
statement. 
I am perfectly willing to abide by 
the final verdict of this record by 
competent Judges. 
That must be the 
last w*ord in discussion and that alone 
can satisfy me and the public. F u r­ 
therm ore not only will my report be 
before you in black and white but 
I w’ill also bring to America human 
witnesses to prove that I have been 
at the pole.
